The applicant argues that Xia teaches cleaning the chamber prior to use of a seasoning 
step (pp. 2-3 of the amendment dated 4/9/09) while the claimed invention is directed to forming a 
particle-reducing film on the first film deposit. Hence, there is no teaching or suggestion by the 
prior art references to form a particle-reducing film on the first film deposit residing on the 
chamber component.
